C'arvi.iiii s in waitiiiLC were ed in the 
0(;nter of a jiroc ssiKn composed of 
National 'inard orj;;inizutions, (irand 
Ai niy ]i(r i 4, S. tis of Veterans and secret 
socii'ties. and the j)iesidrnt was escorted 
through the principal streets to tlx- Lin- 
coln monnment. the orj,'anizations ta':-.n^' 
part in tlie jiroces'^ion, pron edia^ a part 
of the way in electric cars in order to let 
the carria^fs make better time. 

A temporary stand at tin- monnment 
accommodated the i)residenti.il jiarty 
and their host-s dnrins; tlie exerci'i's. 
Mayor Lawrence presi lcd. (ii)vei-iior 
Fifer delivendl an address of welcome 
to which the ])resident made brief 
answer, which was received with en- 
thusiasm by tlie several thousand jHHiple 
packed about the .stand. This concluded 
the exercises and the visitors were driven 
rapidly under an e.scort of mounted aiiles 
to the state house.

At IndlanitpoIU. 

Indianai'uus, May l.").— After a jour- 
ney through niiuois marked by a contin- 
aous ovation, the last two recej^ons— 
tiiose at Tuscola and Chrisman beiug 
particularly enthusiastic. President Ifar' 
rison entered 1]U8 own state shortiy after 
3 olclock in tiie attemooa, and fifteen 
minutes later, at Montezuma, he was 
surrotmded by many old friends who had 
come <lowu from Indianapolis to welcome 
him homo.

eran L^rion ana Sons of Veterans. 

Qoreraor Hovey, Senator Turpie, ez- 
Govemor Ghmy, Lieoteoant Governor 
Chase, Judge Woods, of tlfe United 
States ootu-t. e»-Congi'OMinan Pede and 
Mayor BulUvaa were among those in 
the party, and these with a nunher of 
others, moetlv personal frieodt and 
neighbors of the presidnt, aooonapanied 
him to Indianapolis, the others nrooeed- 
ing ahead in tbe train iiiat uronght 
them to Montezuma. A cheer went 
np from the Montezuma peojde and the 
Indianapolis representatives as the presi- 
^nt came out on the platform of the 
qbsorving car. 'He was presented to the 
crowd by ex-Congressman Johnson, and 
in a voice trembhng with feeling made 
a brief speech. 

During the twenty minutes stoj) at 
Mont^>znma the president shook hands 
with a large ntmiber of persons whom 
he knew. It was like a family reunion. 

At Rochetlale. the president received 
another enthusiastic welcome, but he 
did not address the crowd. The lae.si- 
detitial train arrivecl in the Union sta- 
tion at o'clock. Booming of cannon 
and sliriekiiiK' of whistles announced the 
approarh of their distiiifjtiished towns- 
man to the ln(lianap(Mis people, s<'veral 
th<»u.sand of wliom were a.ssemble<l in 
an<l about the station. These broke into 
proloMned cl" eriuf^ as tlie president stej)- 
i)ed from t!u* jilatiorni with (T.ivernor 
Uuvey. Escorleil by tlie coniniitteethat 
met him at Idonte/.tima. the president 
walki'd tiiroii;^h the station lo ,lai kson 
l)hnt'. directly o;iposite. and took his 
placi' on a stand erected there. Tiiou- 
saiids (jf pev.j.le were crowdiKl on all 
sides of the platform, and they cheered 
the pre.-id.-nt he.irlily. In resjxm.se to 
addresses of welcome by Governor 
Hovey and M.ivor .Sullivan, the presi- 
dent made an eioiiueiit speech. 

After brief HpetM'hes l)y Postmaster 
General Wanamaker and Secretary Kii.-^li 
tlu^ president and party entered cari iaLjes 
and were esc()rt(»<l by niilitary, ix.liiical 
and other organizations through the 
principal street-s, around the cinde and 
back to the Union station.

At the siation hundrwis of people 
pressed forward to shake hands with the 
president, and as the train drew out at 
5:30 o'clock many rushe<l after the toain, 
endeavoring to get a farewell grasp. A 
pjirting ( heer burst from the concourro, 
and the president's brief visit to his o'd 
home was over. Mrs. Harrison and tve 
ladies of the i><ivty did not leave the traia 
and held an informal reception to many 
of their fri.-.i ls.

tlic (lilliculty. 

T!ii> was the situation when the Pan- 
Amerii-an c(.ngress assen.dih.d eii^hte-n 
months ago. The imrpu •• of tlu' con 
gre; s was to strengthen the relation o) 
the several republics to eacll' other am 
liriii:j; tlicui iiito a close commercial am'. 
fiaM inal intimacy. The great states n- 
Euidpe. whicli are interested in the rich 
trade of those countries. folIowe<i t' e 
.sessions of the coni^Tcss with deep in- 
terest, and when it was son how stroiit: 
Iv marked fiie prefeirnc(- of the Soiit 
Americans was for the United .Stat< 
the diplomatic representjitives of Europe 
retaliated I >y organizing a Social Ixncn 
against them. This, vou most under- 
stand, is th» story the South Americans 

tell. 

They will tell yon, also, if they f«v l 
they can talk with you confidentially, 
numerous instances whii h illustrate tin 
truth of this stiitement. Quite recently, 
for example, t in' Uernian minister gave 
a banquet to celel)rate his birthday. Aii 
the memhi rs of the diplomatic coi-p:- 
were invited with the exception of t'>i( 
representattvea fromi^ La&i-American 
states. . 

On another occasion the secretarv of 
a great continential power met the soc-re- 
taiy of a certain Sonth American lega- 
tion. With some embarrassment he in- 
formed the latter of bis pentuual regwd 
for him, but begged, as a favor, that 
their future intercourse be limited to a 
strict observance of polite conventionali- 
ties and nothing more. He frankly 
mlded that the prejudices of his Eu- 
ropean confreres against the Latin- 
Americans was so great thathedaretl 
not nui counter to it, notwithstanding 
he did not share in these prejudices him- 
self. 

And so matters have gone on growing 
worse with each succeeding day, until a 
personal encounter between the hot- 
blooded yoimg men of the respective 
factions is quite probable. 

In fact, some of the Sonth Americans 
feel HO keenly the slight that has been 
put upon them that several of the num- 
ber are talking of forcing a duel upon 
the Europeans as the only means of vin- 
dicating their honor. Whether they 
will do 10 or not is an open question. 
They are certainly angry enoun to pro- 
oeed to any extreme. •

London, May 15.— At 11 o'clock last 
night oil Europa Point, Gibraltar, near 
the spot on March 16 last, the ill-fated 
steamer Utopia sank, the BritisJ^ateam- 
ship BiK('aneer bound from th^Mditer- 
ranean for an English port collided with 
the Italian st*«am8hip Stura, Capt. Valis, 
bound from various Mediterranean 
ports for New York. The Stura bad on 
board a large number of emigxanti for 
the United States. A panic enan^, but 
the officers finally succeeded in restor- 
ing onler. Investigation showed that 
the bows of the Stura had been stove, 
and that the starboard side of the 
Buccaneer had been badly damaged.

The many contested delegations in the 

State Deniocratic convention at T>ouisviIk; 
have delayed the work of selecting a 
ticket. 

The Committee on Credentials was not 
ready to report when the convention re- 
aaaembled at 10 o'clock yesterday morn- 
ing, and a re-call of the countiea was 
made for nominations for Governor. The 
candidates had all been named except 
Clardy, and Hon. James. A. McKeniie 
preaented Ohriatian County'a choice In 
the most eUxjuent speech so far heard in 
the convention. He said : " I come as a 
Democrat, reverencing the traditions of 
my party, to present to this rejiresenta- 
tive asaendjlage of my party convene<l 
for good counsel and wise action, for the 
highest oflice in the gift of the people of 
Kentucky, an humble tiller of the soil. 
A man not born to the purple, not 
reared in silken cloth, bat who, with 
steady hand and nnflinching nerve, in 
bis boyhood put his hand to the plow, 
and with patient toil and honeat par- 
poae, baa wrought his way, under ad- 
verse legislation again.st his craft, the 
first and noblest ordained of God, to com- 
petence and diatinction. He believes 
the Ri)ade and the i>low arcbadjies which 
confer a higher distuiction than the gew- 
gawa of royalty or the mailed hands and 
drawn da>;)^ers of the books of beraldy. 
lieaiizing he does that tiie farming 
classes have been discriminated against 
by unjust and invidious legislation— that 
their petitions for redress have been 
spurned from the foot of the throne of 
Federal power— knowing that the inva- 
sion of the Sheriff with hia hand full of 
executions— the maturing mortgage— the

Third — A law rt co^'nizin^i tlie exist- 
enc(> of a bar association and endowing 
it with full ]iowers to try ami di.-l>ar any 
attorney whose evil practice renders 
him unworthy of beini,' an oflicer of a 
court. 

Thereport concludes: The only radi- 
cal reme<ly which sut;i?ests itself to us is 
the entire iirohibiliou of immi^'ration 
from Sicily and lower Italy. It was 
found necessary to jirohibit Chinese im- 
mi^jration. and con;j;ress j)a,ss<-d the nec- 
twsary law. The danfj;er to falifoi-nia 
from Chinese WfU* no greater than tlie 
danger to this nhiU' from the Sicilian 
and Boufhern Italians. We liave h;ul 
long exjH-rience with this people, and 
that experience ha« \>een a sad one. 
Tl»ey are undesirble citizens, and there 
TB no reason why they should l)e i)ennit- 
ted to participat*' in the blessings of a 
freedom ajid civilizjition which they are 
not able to apjireciate, but which they 
I to understand or accept.
